THE Cowbridge 
Charter Trust has 
received funding 
and planning 

consent for its Old 
Hall Garden pro¬ 
ject, it has been 
reported. 

The project, the trust’s 
biggest to date, will 
expose and restore the 
remaining length of 
Grade II listed, 13th- 
Century town walls 
which have been hidden 
behind the derelict cattle 
sheds near The Butts for 
over a generation. 

It is expected that 
demolition of the sheds 
and pens will begin in 
February 2019 and 
restoration of the town 
wall will follow in March 
and April. 

The project will also 
include the reduction in 
height and restoration of 
the stone wall between 
The Butts roadway and 
the sheds, removing the 
blind corner and opening 
up the area, so the town 
wall can be seen from the 
road by the public. 

The concrete slab in 
the area of the pens will 
be replaced with a 
granular surface so that 
the area can be used as a 
temporary car park for an 
extra 40 car parking 
spaces.

She made me 
undergo some tests and 
was satisfied that I was 
not showing any signs of 
concussion. However, 
since I take Warfarin, 
she said that I must go to 
A and E. 


After an hour or so 
waiting at the roadside 
the first responder 
arrived and confirmed 
that I had to be taken to 
A and E. Debbie then 
decided that she would 
take me to the Princess 
of Wales Hospital in her 
car, rather than wait any 
longer for the ambulance 
to arrive. I was seen to 
immediately and the 
staff at the A and E 
department were superb. 
I had further tests 
including a head scan. 

I was extremely 
fortunate that these good 
people came to my 
rescue and were 
prepared to spend time 
seeing to my needs, 
keeping me comfortable 
and reassuring me that I 
would be okay. I would 
like to thank them and 
everyone who stopped to 
enquire if they could be 
of assistance.

S OME Cowbridge residents have 
been notified about a public 
consultation meeting as to the 
proposed redevelopment of the former 
Girls’ High School building.

Concerns are raised 
about proposed M4 route 


T he next meeting of 
Barry and Vale 
Friends of the Earth 
will be at 7.30pm on 
Tuesday, December 4 in 
the Castle Hotel, Jewel 
Street, Barry. 

Members met recently with 
Jane Hutt AM at her local 
surgery, and voiced their 
concerns over the proposed M4 
route through the Gwent Levels, 
which would, they said. 


“...destroy unique environments, 
including reserved wetlands”. 

A spokesperson said: “The 
proposal does nothing to comply 
with ‘Future Generations’ 
legislation and active travel. It 
will simply mean another 
congested road as the tolls on the 
bridge are dropped and traffic 
increases.” 

The spokesperson said that the 
group is “pleased” to see that the 
outgoing First Minister, Carwyn 
Jones, will not force a decision 


on the M4 relief road. 

The spokesperson said the 
group will be supporting the FoE 
Cymru demonstration against the 
M4 proposals outside the Senedd 
on May 4 from 12.30pm to 1pm. 

The spokesperson said: 
“Equally, we hope that the First 
Minister will not push through a 
negative decision on the need for 
a full Environmental Impact 
Assessment on Barry’s 
incinerator.”

However these proposals are for five houses, 12 
two-bedded flats, and 31 one-bedroomed flats. 

The plans therefore constitute a much higher 
density of 48 dwellings than in the LDR The block 
of flats would be four storeys high, and will tower 
above the Druids Green residential estate. 

The current school building is two storeys high 
with a number of single storey outlying buildings. 
The proposed development will be some seven 
metres higher. 

The intention is to knock down the Victorian 
building in its entirety without retention of any of 
its facade or stone work. The 75-year-old yew tree, 
which is a landmark, at the front of the building 
would be felled. 

There are only a limited number of parking space 
proposed. There are currently severe parking and 
general congestion problems in the surrounding 
areas arising from the comprehensive school.

Incinerator Action 
Group (DIAG) to 
inform the public of 
recent 

developments with 
the Barry 
Incinerator. 

The public will have 
noticed that the 
incinerator has not 
started to operate. But 
this lull in proceedings 
doesn’t mean the fight is 
over. So far, DIAG have 
only succeeded in 
delaying the incinerator. 

DIAG have flagged 
up key issues that need 
resolution before the 
incinerator can be 
proven safe to operate. 
Foremost is the 
incinerator’s missing 
Environmental Impact 
Assessment (ElA) that 
the law says must be 
provided. 

How on earth was the 
plant allowed to get this 
far without one? 

DIAG are also very 
concerned about the 
poor planning for the 
unsafe wood chip piles 
that have appeared on 
the docks. 

The considerable 
delays in getting the 
incinerator operational 
prove that things are not 
going smoothly for the 
owners, Aviva. The 
people of Barry have 


provided more resistance 
to their unwelcome plant 
than they’d bargained 
for. 

Aviva assumed that 
their incinerator would 
be given every green 
light to operate. But with 
DIAG scrutinising the 
applications, many 
irregularities have been 
found. 

These must be fully 
resolved before the 
incinerator can be 
proven as safe to operate 
in such a densely 
populated area. 

The fight goes on. 
DIAG urges the public 
to join our Facebook 
page ‘Stop the Aviva 
Incinerator’ or to visit 
beautifulbarry.co.uk for 
further information.

IT seems that 
around 65 per cent 
of the people who 
drown every year in 
the UK never 
intended to go into 
the water. 

Either they fell in, 
were cut off by a rising 
tide, were on a vessel that 
sank, or even died 
attempting to assist 
someone else who was in 
difficulties in the water. 

The worst 

combination for chance 
of survival is too much 
alcohol and then sudden 
immersion in very cold 
water (think hot summer 
days, several beers and a 
deep reservoir or lake); 
hypothermia can be a 
killer and the most 


vulnerable group is men 
aged 16-35. 

John Humphreys, a 
volunteer education 
presenter for the Royal 
National Lifeboat 
Institute (RNLI), recently 
gave Cowbridge U3A a 
well-received illustrated 
talk on how the 
organisation has been 
saving lives since 1824. 

On average, there are 
23 callouts daily, with 25 
people being rescued. 
The RNLI is also part of 
the flood rescue service, 
when streets become 
rivers. 

Although the RNLI is 
usually associated with 
lifesaving at sea, the 
busiest UK lifeboat 
station is actually in 
London at Tower Bridge,

which responds to 
around 500 call-outs 
annually. 

The RNLI, a 
registered charity, 
receives no state aid and 
relies totally on 
voluntary donations. 
Much of the funding 
comes from legacies (65 
per cent), but the lifeboat 
collection boxes still 
provide a sizeable 
contribution to the daily 
running costs of over 
£450,000. 

£3,000 covers the 
price of the kit of one 
crew member, while a 
new Shannon-class 
lifeboat (which uses 
water jet propulsion 
instead of propellers) is 
around £2.2 million to 
buy. 

The lifeboat crews are 
mainly volunteers, who, 
when on call, have to be 
able to reach their station 
within 12 minutes of 
being paged. Being self- 
employed or having a 
sympathetic, supportive 
employer is a 
requirement of the job. 

Over 200 UK beaches 
are manned by paid 
RNLI lifeguards. May to 
August. A flag system is 
operated to let beach 
users know where to 
swim and where not to 
swim, when lifeguards 
are on duty, and which 
areas are reserved for 
surfboards and water 
craft. 

There was also good 
advice about simple 
ways to save a life, 
possibly your own. 

If you find yourself 
unexpectedly in the 
water, float, with arms 
and legs extended, to 
increase your chances of 
survival. If you see 
someone else in trouble 
in the water, call 999 and 
ask for the Coastguard.

In addition, improvements in Old 
Hall Garden will include a canopy 
over the children’s reading area 
outside the library and improved 
signage to help the town’s visitors 
explore the tranquillity and 
biodiversity of the garden. 

Trust chairman Harry Hailes said: 
“The Trust is grateful to the Creative 
Rural Communities and Strong 
Communities for their support during 
the funding stage of the project, and 
also the Vale Council for their 
continued support over the two years 
that this project has been in the 
making. 

“As one of only four walled towns 
in south Wales, we at the Trust look 
forward to being able to show off some 
of the town’s heritage to its residents 
and many visitors, which have been 
hidden from public view for more than 
50 years.” 

Cllr John Thomas, the Leader of the 
Vale Council, said: “Historic 
restoration projects take both great 
time and effort. The Trust’s volunteers 
have risen to this challenge and their 
efforts will soon see this hidden 
section of the town wall revealed to 


the public. 

“Cowbridge’s conservation area is 
one of the things that makes the town 
unique. We are all hopeful that this 
scheme can act as a catalyst for the 
further regeneration of the surrounding 
area.” 

The Trust and its volunteers have 
been custodians of the town walls and 
Old Hall Garden under licence with 
the Vale Council for more than 10 
years. 

The garden was recently awarded a 
Green Flag for the third year running, 
and this project is seen by the Trust as 
a major step in the regeneration of Old 
Hall Garden and its surrounding area. 

Funding for the project comes from 
the Welsh Government’s Rural 
Development Programme 2014-2020, 
which is funded by the Welsh 
Government and the European Union. 
The match funding needed has come 
from Vale Council’s Strong 
Communities Fund. 

The Trust received full planning 
consent in October, which was the 
final hurdle required to enable the 
project to start.

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Unfunded pay award 
equivalent to £1.8m cut 
to schools, says council 


Legendary locomotive 
pulls into Barry station 


THE cost of a new 
national pay award for 
teachers can only be met 
by cutting services 
elsewhere in schools unless 
money is made available 
by Welsh Government, 
according to Vale Council 
Cabinet Member for 
Learning and Skills, Cllr 
Bob Penrose. 

Funding the increased cost of 
thousands of teaching positions 
in the Vale is just one of a 
number of difficult decisions 
that the Council is faced with as 
it begins the process of setting 
its budget for 2019/20. 

Cllr Penrose said: “In July 
UK Government announced a 
3.5 per cent rise in teachers’ pay 
which would cover England and 
Wales. This was followed by the 
announcement of a five per cent 
increase in employers’ 
contribution to teachers’ 
pensions. What was lacking was 
an explanation of how this 
would be paid for. 

“Teachers in the Vale do first- 
class work, something that was 
clear to all when the Vale 
recorded some of the best exam 
results in the country this 
summer. There is no question 
that they deserve fair pay for 
their efforts, but forcing schools 
to find pay increases from 
budgets that are already 
stretched to breaking point is in 


effect cutting their funding even 
further.” 

Clh John Thomas, Leader of 
the Council, said: “The financial 
position of all local authorities 
in Wales is now dire. In the 
Vale, we have a track record of 
exceptionally prudent financial 
management. Despite this, a 
decade of cuts leaves us facing a 
budget shortfall that simply 
cannot be met without looking 
at the services we provide.” 

The comments follow a 
warning from the Association of 
Directors of Education in Wales 
(ADEW) of the acute pressures 
faced by schools, and that 
governing bodies will be forced 
to cut teaching jobs and schools’ 
budgets on a huge scale if 
increases in teachers’ pay and 
pensions aren not fully funded 
by UK Government. 

Chair of the Association of 
Directors of Education in Wales 
(ADEW), Aled Evans said: 
“Councils have so far managed 
to give a degree of protection to 
schools’ budgets from the huge 
cuts that have decimated other 
valued services to the bone. 

“However, with schools 
having to shoulder growing 
financial pressures, councils will 
have little recourse but to make 
extremely tough decisions 
which will inevitably impact on 
how education is delivered in 
Wales. 

“Teachers are integral to help 
pupils reach their full potential 


in our schools, and they deserve 
to be rewarded for the valuable 
role that they play in our 
communities. 

“It is clear that the £23 
million which has been 
allocated by UK Government is 
nowhere near enough to cover 
the teachers’ pay award and we 
urge them to follow their own 
Statement of Eunding policy, 
which requires UK Government 
to fully fund any financial 
implications of its own policy 
changes.” 

Education has been a 
devolved matter since 1999. 

He continued: “Our schools 
are now feeling the strain of 
ongoing harsh budget cuts. In 
the wake of the Westminster 
Budget, it is expected that local 
government will receive a 
possible £58m in 
consequentials. To avert a 
potential disaster in Welsh 
schools, it is imperative that 
education is prioritised when 
this funding comes down the 
M4 to the Welsh Treasury.” 

A report setting out the 
Council’s Initial Revenue 
Budget proposals was 
considered by Cabinet on 
November 19. The report states 
there is likely to be a funding 
gap of approximately £10.5m in 
the next financial year. 

A public consultation on 
proposals to address this will 
begin before the end of the year. 


THE class A4 
steam locomotive 
Union of South 
Africa was 
refuelled in Barry 
during a trip 
recently. 

The full train ran 
from Paddington to 
Cardiff on November 2 
and on its way to 
Cardiff, Union of South 
Africa was turned 
around at Maindee, 
Newport, and pulled by 
a diesel loco to Cardiff, 
where the passengers 
got off. It was then 
pulled down to Barry. 

Union of South 
Africa, which was built 
in Doncaster in 1937, is 
the same class as 
Mallard. 

Local photographer 
Mike Wilcock, who was 


in Barry to record its 
arrival, said it was an 
“...exciting day for local 
rail enthusiasts”. 

“This was one of the 
largest steam engines to 
run into Barry for many 
years. There are no 
turntables on the rail 
network, the whole train 
was turned around on a 
triangle of track at 
Maindee, near Newport 
and then hauled by the 
diesel loco to Barry. 

This move is made so 
that the steam loco is 
facing London on the 
return run.”

Eight further arrests as 
Avalanche rumbles on 


A SECOND day of action to 
tackle drug supply in the Vale 
has led to eight arrests. 

Operation Avalanche activity 
continued today with more early- 
morning raids in the Vale.

They are 
currently in police custody. 


Detective Inspector Dean Taylor 
said: “Today around 54 officers 
took part in the second day of 
action known as Operation 
Avalanche. 

“This is a large-scale operation 
to tackle drug supply in the area 
and I hope this enforcement 
highlights our tough approach to 
effectively address these issues. 

“We will not tolerate this type of 
criminality operating within our 
area and we are committed to 
disrupting and dismantling these 
organisations.

them into food, and the 
consumers themselves, 
have a critical part to 
play in our rural 
economy. 

With this in mind, we 
heard Cabinet Secretary 
Lesley Griffiths 
announce that the vast 
majority of farmers will 
get paid on time when 
the first payment 
window opens on 
December 3 - and for 
those facing possible 
payment delays who 
have applied for BPS 
loans, payments worth 
around 70 per cent of the 
amount claimed should 
be issued during the 
week starting December 
10 . 

Of course, we know 
that this could be one of 
the last years of those 
payments, should the 


Welsh Government 
proceed with its current 
proposals and phase 
direct payments out from 
2020 . 

The current BPS 
makes up around 80 per 
cent of many a farm 
business income and to a 
large extent that’s what 
keeps the wheels of our 
rural economy turning. 

And while there are 
some who don’t agree 
with the direct payment, 
it is worth remembering 
that our family farms do 
so much more than just 
produce food and this 
payment pays for far 
more than just food 
production. 

Family farms are the 
cornerstone of our rural 
economies and Welsh 
food production sustains 
tens of thousands of 
other businesses from 
upstream businesses 
such as feed merchants, 
agricultural contractors 
and engineers, to 
downstream businesses 
such as hauliers, 
processors and retailers. 

Let us hope that by 
the New Year, the Welsh 
Government will have 
taken account of the 
thousands responses 
from individuals and 
organisations to the 
Brexit and our land 
consultation, all of 
which highlight concerns 
about the impacts of the 
Welsh Government’s 
plans on businesses such 
as those present at the 
Winter Fair this year. 


Black bag collections 
down by a third in Vale 


THE number of black 
rubbish bags collected in 
the Vale has gone down by 
a third since a ‘two bags 
per fortnight’ rule was 
implemented by the 
council. 

Since September, the Vale 
Council has been collecting just 
two black bags per home every 
fortnight. 

Users of the Vale’s tips are also 
having to prove they live in the 
area and have their black bags 
opened to prove they don’t contain 
recyclable waste. The council has 
now revealed the measures have 
seen the number of black bags 


drop by 31 per cent. 

It has also led to an eight per 
cent increase in kerbside recycling 
and a 19 per cent rise in food 
waste recycling. 

There has also been a 64 per 
cent reduction in black bag 
rubbish at household waste 
recycling centres due to residents 
sorting their waste. 

Changes to black bag 
collections were introduced as the 
council has been given a target by 
the Welsh Government to recycle 
70 per cent of its waste by 
2024/25. Before the changes, the 
recycling rate in the Vale was 64 
per cent. 

The black bag limit led to 
recycling increasing by almost 30 


per cent after its first month, 
however in the first week of 
October it led to the council 
running one day late for recycling 
pick-ups. 

Cllr Geoff Cox, cabinet 
member for neighbourhood 
services and transport, said: “The 
reduction in black bag waste and 
increase in recycling so far has 
exceeded our expectations. 

“With such strong public 
support for our waste and 
recycling changes and despite 
some early collection problems, I 
am sure we will achieve our 
recycling targets for 2019/20 and 
2024/25.”

She quoted figures 
stating that in Wales and 
England, two women a 
week are killed by a 
current or former partner 
and 10,000 women a 
week experience sexual 
abuse, said it was 
“unacceptable” and 
called for the elimination 
of what she described as 


a “devastating human 
rights violation”. 

“I raised this issue in 
the National Assembly 
last week and asked the 
First Minister for an 
update on how the Welsh 
Government supports 
White Ribbon day. I was 
pleased that on 
November 25, Finance 
Secretary Mark 

Drakeford and the 
Leader of the House Julie 
James announced £1.2 
million of EU funding, 
alongside £300,000 
directly from the Welsh 
Government for the £1.7 
million ‘Limitless 
programme’ during a 
visit to Welsh Women’s 
Aid in Cardiff.”

The Bevin Boys 
dug for victory 


THEY wanted to 
fight for their 
country, but instead 
they dug for victory. 

In 1943 Britain faced a 
shortage of coal. To 
tackle this problem 
conscripts, known as 
Bevin Boys, were chosen 
at random from all men 
aged 18 to 25 who would 
otherwise have gone into 
the Armed Services and 
into coal mining. Refusal 
was to go to jail. 

Approximately 48,000 
Bevin Boys were 
conscripted into the 
coalmines. Notable 
Bevin Boys include Eric 
Morecambe, Brian Rix, 
and Peter Shaffer. 

In 2013, a memorial to 
the Bevin Boys, based on 
the Bevin Boys Badge, 
was unveiled by the 


HRH Countess of 

Wessex at the National 
Memorial Arboretum at 
Aire was, Staffordshire. 

The memorial was 
designed by former 
Bevin Boy Harry Parkes, 
and is made of four stone 
plinths carved from grey 
Kilkenny stone from the 
Republic of Ireland. The 
stone should turn black 
like the coal that the 
miners extracted. 

Jacqueline (Jaye) 
Swift will screen the 
presentation at Barry War 
Museum, Barry Island 
Railway Station on 
Wednesday, December 5 
at 7pm. 

This presentation tells 
the story of who the 
Bevin Boys were, and 
what they did for their 
country.

toilet strategy. This 
involves assessing and 
meeting the need for 
toilet provision in the 
community. 

“We are currently 
gathering information on 
this issue and no decision 
has yet been taken. A 
survey has been drafted 
to help gauge opinion 
and one of the questions 
within it relates to 
charging for the use of 
toilet facilities.”

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This Robin Hood will 
not make you feel 
very merry (men)... 


T he story of 
Robin Hood 
is one that 
has endured, as the 
countless 
adaptations of the 
classic story attest. 

Given that it’s been 
eight years since our 
last big screen Hood 
experience, it’s high 
time we had a new one, 
and it arrows its way 
into cinemas with the 
slightly unimaginative 
title, Robin Hood. 

Here, Robin of 
Loxley (Taron Egerton) 
is a war-hardened 
Crusader who, having 
been thought dead, 
teams up with 
stowaway John (Jamie 
Foxx) to mount an 
audacious revolt against 
the corrupt Sheriff of 
Nottingham (Ben 
Mendelsohn), and for 
Robin to try and win 
back his lost love 
Marian (Eve Hewson), 
who is now with Will 
Scarlet (Jamie 
Dornan)... 

There are some 
characters that are so 
powerful that it’s easy 
for filmmakers to go 
back to the well and 
take on their own 
attempt at the myths, 
and Robin Hood is 
definitely one of those. 
However, after sitting 
through this 
interminable effort, you 
instead would have 
hoped that all involved 
had found something 
better to do with 
themselves than commit 
to this cinematic 
disaster. 

It’s fair to say, given 
the money and the 
stakes involved, that no- 
one ever sets out to 


make a bad film, and 
you can see what the 
filmmakers were trying 
to do with this latest 
take on the character, 
but it just fails to come 
together in any way, 
feeling hackneyed, 
contrived and just poor 
in all aspects. 

Let’s start with the 
cast; Taron Egerton has, 
through these eyes, yet 
to put a foot wrong, 
being a charming and 
charismatic performer, 
but here, whether it’s a 
script that makes Robin 
a cocksure man 
seemingly driven to 
vigilantism by his house 
being repossessed or 
Egerton just not having 
the necessary oomph, he 
offers a flat lead 
performance that 
doesn’t play overly 
sympathetically. 

Jamie Foxx’s John 
(no Little being bandied 
about here) is fine as 
Robin’s mentor, even 
though his Arabian 
commander seems to 
pick up a stronger 
American accent as the 
film progresses, while 
Eve Hewson is 
tremendously 
disappointing as 
Marian. The script 
gives her little to do, but 
Hewson’s performance 
is limp and dull. 

Those are two words 
that can also be applied 
to Jamie Doman’s Will 
Scarlet, a man so 
terribly bereft of 
charisma; and Ben 
Mendelsohn’s Sheriff 
Of Nottingham. 
Mendelsohn is another 
great actor who seems 
to have fallen into the 
trap of essaying villains 
in big-budget 
blockbusters, and here

he seems on auto-pilot 
and barely interested. 

Writer Ben Chandler 
came up with the story, 
writing the script 
alongside David James 
Kelly, and while there’s 
something interesting 
about the way he 
positions the story on 
paper (Robin sent away 
to a war that perhaps 
isn’t all it seems, those 
in power twisting truth 
to suit ulterior motives), 
on screen it just doesn’t 
come alive. 

Strangely, the first 
two-thirds of the film, 
structurally, has all the 
hallmarks of Batman 
Begins, a film that no 
doubt was being used as 
a touchstone for this 
‘grittier, more realistic 
and grounded’ take on 
Robin Hood, but it 
doesn’t do for that 
character what 
Christopher Nolan’s 
film did for Batman - if 
anything, it does the 
opposite. 

Director Otto 
Bathurst comes to the 
table with no little 
pedigree, with a strong 
small-screen CV 
including the first three 
episodes of Peaky 


Blinders', however, this 
is a film directed with 
no little flair and too 
little imagination. 

In fact, such is it in 
thrall to Peaky Blinders 
that you wouldn’t be 
overly surprised to see 
Gillian Murphy turn up 
in a flat cap, given the 
way it (painfully) 
echoes the visual style 
of that series. There’s 
also the small nod of 
Paul Anderson, who 
plays Arthur in Peaky 
Blinders, essaying Guy 
of Gisbourne. With 
dark, expansive places 
lit up by machines 
belching fire, you would 
think you were closer to 
Birmingham than 
Nottingham, and 
Bathurst looks out of 
his depth here. 

It all adds up to a 
film that fails on nearly 
every level; there is a 
clever little twist at the 
end involving a 
character that, while 
perhaps a little 
predictable, is a nice 
touch, but in all 
honesty - by that time 
you’ve given up caring. 

The ending sets up 
more adventures for 
Robin and his gang, but 
you can only pray that 
these don’t come to 
fruition, for Robin Hood 
is a waste of time. 

VERDICT: Utterly 
forgettable and awful, 
Robin Hood lacks 
imagination, decent 
performances and 
direction. It feels 
hackneyed and 
contrived, has very little 
in the way of redeeming 
features and is just all¬ 
round bad - one to 
forget for all involved. 
Avoid at all costs.

which makes it feel like a proper racer.

A-jay Harrhy, a 21 year old shop 
assistant from Barry, has been 
selected to represent the UK in the 
full contact art of KUDO which 
consists of striking, throwing, 
grappling making it one of the most 
extreme fighting arts - even head 
butts are allowed! He will be the first 
Welsh competitor in the history of the 
competition. 

Even though A-Jay has practicing 
martial arts for 13 years, he has a 
colossal test ahead of him at the 
world championships where the 
standard is set by a professional 
Russian team year after year. 

A-Jay said: “I am extremely proud 
to represent my country but most of 
all my club in Barry. I will do 
everything I can to win, but if not I 
will take what I can from the 
experience.” 

Mai Sanchez-Jones, the 41-year- 
old charity manager from Barry, is A- 
Jay’s instructor and coach, and is 
looking forward to seeing his student 
compete on the world stage. 

Mai said: “This is not your normal 


martial art, there is not a lot that you 
can’t do when fighting in Kudo. 
Bigger fighters choose to grapple, 
knee, elbow and submit people but 
the lighter fighters use movement and 
knock their opponents out. The 
safety equipment protects from 
damage to the face but concussions 
still happen.” 

Mai, a 5th Dan black belt has 
studied martial arts for 35 years, 
opening his first Goshin Karate class 
in 1999. 

Mai will be supported by his 
students in Japan after the 
championships, where he will fight 
against branch chiefs from all over 
the world. 

He said: “This is the biggest 
moment of my life. Not only is my 
student fighting at the world 
championship in Japan, I get to fight 
with so many amazing fighters that I 
admire so much.” 

If successful Mai will be the first 
instructor from Wales to grade in 
Kudo in Japan under the Grandmaster 
Azuma Takashi. Kudo is still in its 
infancy in the UK but is televised in 
Eastern Europe and Asia.

Welsh autumn clean sweep sets 
up for a fascinating Six Nations

F ive weeks 
ago, what 
odds could 
you have got that 
the Welsh back 
row in a win over 
South Africa would 
read: Wainwright, 
Jenkins and 
Tipuric? 

Let’s pass on the 
obvious joke about 
them sounding like a 
firm of solicitors. This 
was a trio who worked 
miracles against their 
counterparts Kolisi, 
Vermeulen and Du Toit, 
who outweighed them 
by an average of 11kg 
per man. 

It didn’t start out that 
way, of course. Dan 
Lydiate was picked at 
blindside flanker but a 
late injury meant that 
Ellis Jenkins, an 
openside for The Blues, 
was called in. Then, 
after 10 minutes, Ross 
Moriarty departed for 
an HI A, and was 
replaced by Aaron 
Wainwright. Moriarty 
didn’t look too bad as 
he left the field, but he 
didn’t return. 
Thankfully, rugby is 
more safety conscious 
these days. 

So, Jenkins had to 
move to number eight - 
where he looked totally 
at ease, and it meant 
that the back row had 
no more cover on the 
bench. Tipuric and 
Wainwright went on to 
have fine games, but the 
stars aligned for Jenkins 
in a way that meant he 
dominated the narrative 
of the game. 

He was a nailed-on 
cert for man of the 
match when the half¬ 
time whistle blew, and 
it was more of the same 
in the second, until the 
final minute of the 
game when the Fates 
conspired to remind us 
that life isn’t fair. 

I doubt I was the 
only person whose first 
action on Sunday 
morning was to google 
‘Ellis Jenkins’ injury’ - 
hoping for good news. 

Wales did, of course, 
have 12 other players 
on the field when the 
match started, and as a 
group they gave Wales 
a 14-0 lead after 15 
minutes, and then left a 
few questions hanging 
in the air like a Dan 
Biggar kick. 

What can’t be 
questioned, however, is 
the group’s defensive 
qualities, which were 
tested to the limit. 

That opening 15 
minutes was not all 
Wales. South Africa 
had plenty of ball and 


they were full of 
attacking intent, with 
outside half Handre 
Pollard firing out long 
passes to stretch Wales 
across the pitch and 
back again. 

He was clearly keen 
to make use of wing 
Chesni Kolbe’s dazzling 
side-stepping, and 
Wales needed a TMO 
decision to save them 
after just five minutes 
when Pieter-Steph du 
Toit’s foot just touched 
the line as he was clear 
to score. 

However, it was 
Wales who scored from 
their first period of 
sustained pressure. 

They went through 
several phases, each 
time with quick ball 
coming back and it was 
Ellis Jenkins who 
spotted a hole in the 
defence, dummying his 
way through and giving 
Tomas Francis the 
scoring pass for his first 
international try. 

Wales’ second try 
came five minutes later 
and it was predicted by 
Jeremy Guscott in the 
pre-game discussion. 
Referring to the South 
African defence’s 
tendency to rush out in 
a ‘dog leg’ he said; “I'll 
be amazed if Wales 
don’t score a try from a 
set piece.” 

After an excellent 
13-phase movement, 
again with quick ball 
and good offloads, 

Wales had an attacking 
scrum about 15 metres 
out. Anscombe went 
blind, the Springbok left 
wing Dyantyi gambled 
and the Wales outside 
half lobbed the ball over 
him for Liam Williams 
to go over. Anscombe 


converted both tries and 
Wales led by 14-0. 

It’s fair to say that 
from this point on. 
South Africa had the 
lion’s share of the 
game. Did Wales fail to 
go for the jugular, or 
did South Africa’s pride 
dictate that they would 
inevitably come back? 

One suspects (or 
should that be hopes) 
that the Welsh coaching 
team know the answer 
to this. 

Wales certainly opted 
for a territorial game 
from this point, with 
Gareth Davies and 
Anscombe choosing to 
kick, but the South 
Africans proved 
reluctant to give it back. 

On 18 minutes, 
Pollard reduced the 
deficit with a 50-metre 
penalty, and Wales were 
reprieved five mi nutes 
later when he missed an 
easier one. 

After a Welsh attack, 
they were awarded a 
penalty but, from 45 
metres, Anscombe hit 
the post. Five minutes 
before half time Wales 
put together a 13-phase 
attack, but this time it 
was slow ball and 
eventually, under 
pressure from the all¬ 
action Springbok 
hooker Marx, Wales 
were penalised. 

The action switched 
to the other end and the 
Springbok scrum half, 
Embrose Papier, broke 
from a line out and 
kicked ahead. Luckily 
for Wales, with the line 
at his mercy, he 
knocked on. 

It was a Welsh put-in 
at the scrum, but the 
South Africans really 
put the pressure on and 


were awarded a free 
kick. Three drives later 
they were across the 
line, but it was Ellis 
Jenkins who managed 
to get his arm under the 
ball and make it 
difficult for the TMO to 
call it a try. 

Another scrum led to 
nine phases on the 
Welsh line and 
eventually, a penalty to 
South Africa. By now 
the game was three 
minutes into the red, but 
the Springboks 
prolonged the agony by 
turning down the 
penalty, choosing 
another scrum, which 
Wales were able to 
defend, with Ellis 
Jenkins once again 
prominent. 

The first 10 minutes 
of the second half was 
worrying from the 
Welsh point of view. 
Kicking for territory 
was still the plan but 
presumably kicking to 
Chesni Kolbe wasn’t 
part of it and he made 
one dazzling kick return 
that almost led to a try, 
until it was tidied up by 
that man Jenkins again. 

On the 50-minute 
mark, Wales were 
penalised at an 
attacking scrum and 
soon after, when a 
driving maul went to 
ground, a yellow card 
was looming. Wales 
may well have been 
saved when the 
Springbok centre, Jessie 
Kriel, demanded a card 
but instead had a stem 
talking to from referee 
Luke Pearce. 


Kriel was smiling 
two minutes later, 
though, when a superb 
pass from Willie le 
Roux put him in at the 
comer. 

Pollard missed the 
conversion and it was 
14-8 to Wales. 

However, four 
minutes later, Wales 
were penalised again, 
and outside half Elton 
Jantjies kicked it to 
make it 14-11. 

Substitutions were 
coming thick and fast 
now for both sides and 
on the 60-minute mark, 
Tomas Williams and 
Dan Biggar came on for 
Davies and Anscombe. 

Tactically, there was 
no great change from 
Wales, except Biggar's 


kicks were higher, 
longer and, as usual, he 
contested them fiercely 
when they returned to 
earth. On 67 minutes, 
Wales were given a 
kickable penalty and 
Biggar settled things 
down with a successful 

^^^At 17-11 Wales 
seemed to get more 
confident and with 10 
minutes left, Jonathan 
Davies, who had looked 
dangerous all day, 
spotted a gap and was 
away. In tmth, Wales 
should have scored a try 
from this, but they had 
the consolation of 
another penalty, which 
Biggar duly converted 
for 20-11, and the 
crucial two-score lead. 


With three minutes to 
go Ellis Jenkins was 
named as the least 
surprising man-of-the- 
match ever. If only he 
had come off to a well- 
deserved ovation at that 
point! 

The message for 
Wales from this autumn 
season? Clearly, they 
can compete with any 
team in the world, but 


conceding possession to 
the opposition is hard 
on the supporters’ 
nerves. 

The Six Nations 
looks as if it will be 
fiercely contested this 
year, with no suggestion 
that any side will be 
holding anything back 
for the World Cup, so it 
will be interesting to see 
how Wales approach it.
